Henry of Prussia Is Accorded 
an 
Unusual Distinction By America’s 
Legislative Body. 


j The Day In Wa>hiiigton Closes With 
a Dinner By the President At 
White House. 


W ashington, Fqtk 24.—The visit of 
I Prince Henry and his suite to the cap­ 
itol Monday afternoon must have been 
not only a gratifying experience to 
the royal visitor on account of the 
warm and flattering reception he re­ 
ceived at both the house and senate 
; and of the opportunity it afforded of 
m eeting personally the leaders of both 
houses, but it must have been an ex­ 
trem ely 
interesting 
experience 
as 
well. 
The prince not only saw the 
houses of the American 
people at 
work, but he w itnessed boho- of their 
rare and intensely dramatic moments 
which com e in that body occasionally 
j at the conclusion of a great debate. 
The prince and bis party in carriages, 
escorted by a troop of cavalry and 
flanked on either side by a bicycle 
platoon of police, arrived at the east 
entrance of the capitol at 4 o ’clock, ex 
actly on schedule tim e 
The party 
was met at the groat bronze doors 
leading into the rotunda by a com m it­ 
tee from the house, consisting of Mr. 
H ilt of Illinois, Mr. Dins more of Ar­ 
kansas, 
and 
General 
Grosvenor 
of 
Ohio, chairman ot the com m ittee on 
arrangem ents for the prince’s recep­ 
tion in charge. 
Brief cordial greet- 
; ings had been exchanged, the prince 
I and b s party under the protection of 
half a hundred polite, were conveyed 
through solid walls of people packed 
In th. 
rotunda and statuary hall to 
the room of Speaker Henderson in the 
rear of th*- hon*.- lobby. 
H ire the 
apt aker, who w as aw aiting him, greet­ 
ed the prince 
with a warm hand­ 
shake as 
Mr. Hitt presented “H is 
Royal H ighness/' 
General Henderson 
invited the prim e to be seated w hile 
the German ambassador made the oth­ 
er Introductions, and then in a few 
word* form ally welcomed bim 
The prince thanked the speaker for 
his courtesy and without further cer­ 
em ony the party proceeded to the gal- 
j tory of the house, walking up the 
marble stairs Instead of using the 
i elevator. 
An im pressive sight met the 
gaxe of the prince as he reached th* 
threshold. 
The surrounding galleries 
were crowded to the doors and below 


qb the floor in the long concentric 
circles of the vast hall the members 
sat at their desks. 
His appearance at 
the door of the gallery caused an en 
thusiastic demonstration. 
No sooner 
had 
his tall, graceful figure been 
framed in the doorway when a spon­ 
taneous outburst of applause sw ept 
the floor and gallery. 
The prince 
paused, 
sm iled 
through 
his 
blond 
beard, and acknowledged the greet­ 
ing with a slight bow. 
Then advanc­ 
ing with the German ambassador and 
Mr. H ilt on either side, he descended 
to the place reserved tor him In the 
front row of the gallery. 
Instantly 
every eye was upon him. 
He seem ed 
perfectly oblivious of the fact that he 
was on exhibition at close range; Mr 
Gilbert of Kentucky was addressing 
the house at the time on the Philip­ 
pine question, although the diplom atic 
and tonsillar appropriation was under 
co n sid e r ! on. 
Pr nee Henry seem ed 
interested, listening 
attentively for 
several m inutes to what Mr. Gilbert 
had to say and appearing much pleas­ 
ed at the hearty applause which fol­ 
lowed the statem ent of the Kentucky 
member that the “Anglo Saxon and j 
German races are one.” 
The party remained about IO min­ 
utes in the gallery and then descend­ 
ed to the w ays and means com m ittee j 
room, where a reception was to be j 
held. 
The house at once adjourned 
to afford the members an opportunity 
to m eet the royal visitor personally. 
The reception was very informal. 
Just as the reception which lasted 
scarcely more than IO minutes, was 
concluded, the senate com m ittee ap­ 
peared and after being presented, es­ 
corted the prince and his party to the 
senate. 
Through the marble room in 
the rear of the senate he was escorted 
to the richly gilded chamber of the 
vice president and there Senator Frye 
of Maine, the president pro tem of the 
senate, greeted him and the members 
of his suite. 
No formal remarks were 
made on cither side. 
The members 
of the prince’s party were escorted by 
General Corbin to the diplom atic gal­ 
lery. hut Prince Henry and Am bassa­ 
dor Von Holleben were ushered di­ 
rectly into the senate chamber. 
The 
prince’s first view of the senate of 
the United States could hardly have 
been 
more 
dramatic 
and 
thrilling. 
The chamber was brilliantly illum ina­ 
ted from above, the overhanging gal­ 
leries were thronged to suffocation, 
every senator was In his seat, the 
sides of the cham ber' were fringed 
with representatives drawn thither by 
new s of the fierce conflict that wras 
raging, and on the floor the youthful 
•enator from Texas, Mr. Bailey, was 
hotly engaged with several of the 
older leaders on the Republican side 
over the right of the two senators 
from South Carolina, who are In con 
tem pt of the senate, to vote on the 
Philippine bill. 
The excitem ent ti 


the moment w as so great th at even 
th e entrance of a foreign prince, un­ 
wonted a s it was, could hardly divert 
I atten tion from th e great debate w hich 
was In progress. 
Senator Frye, with 
the prince at his side, moved to the 
rostrum and invited him to be seated. 
The senate on the floor and the spec­ 
tators in the galleries had risen at his 
appearance but thnre was no audible 
demonstration 
He took a seat by the 
side of the president pro tem and 
Senator 
F iv e 
resumed 
the 
gavel, 
which he had yield-J to Senator Hoar, 
and the debate proceeded. 
With only 
a few words of explanation from Mr. 
Frye the prince 
seem ed to under­ 
stand the situation. 
For fully 20 min­ 
ute* hr sat com pletely engrossed by 
the scene before him. 
At last Ambas­ 
sador Von It oil ’ 
-rho sat below 
him st the clerk b J ak, suggested It 
was time to go, whereupon the prince 
thanked Senator Frye and arose. 
Sen­ 
ator Frye interrupted the senate with 
a rap of his gavel. 
The senators Im­ 
mediately stood up. while the people 
in the galleries craned their necks 
Then as the prince ase* nded the steps 
and sto o l for an instant bowing his 
acknow ledm ejvs ere he took his de­ 
parture, the gallery broke into ap 
plaus 
It had been the intention of 
the senate to give m e prince an In­ 
formal reception such as he received 
at the house end of the capitol, butin 
the excitem ent attending the proceed­ 
ings on th** floor the arrangement was 
not carried out. 
One of the most brilliant functions 
of the day was at 2 p. rn., when Prince 
Henry received at the German em ­ 
bassy the m em bers of the diplomatic 
corps, including the ambassador and 
m inisters, accompanied by their staffs 
oi governm ent, naval and civil at­ 
taches, all in full uniform. 
It was the 
sam e brilliant assem blage that la seen 
at the W hite House on New Year's 
day to give greetings to the president 
—Turks in red fez, Russians In tall 
shakos, Chinese in rich Oriental ailks. 
But yesterday there was added bril­ 
liancy in the showy uniforms of the 
imperial receiving party. 
Prince Henry was presented to the 
m inisters, and then to the members 
of the various staffs. 
The scene as 
these many diplom atic officers of high 
rank mingled with prince, admirals, 
ge nerals and members of many of the 
noble houses of Europe, was brilliant. 
Almost every famous regim ent in Eu­ 
rope "a* represented among the for­ 
eign military officers, in rich gold em ­ 
broidered uniforms, their breasts re­ 
splendent with m edals and decora­ 
tions. Th« reception of the diplom atic 
corps lasted about an hour. 
Toe dinner given to Prince Henry 
by President R oosevelt at the W hite 
House last night closed the honors be­ 
stowed on the royal visitor by official 
W ashington. 
The affair was on an 
elaborate scale and brought together 
a most distinguished company. 
It was 
an assem blage such as has rarely if 
ever before gathered 
in the W hite 
House. 
At IO 40 the party dispersed, 
the prince leaving directly for the 
railroad station, 
where hts 
special 
train awaited him. and he left at mid 
night for New York city.
